National Junior Ranger Day, 10am to 2pm: FREE shuttle from Ash Mountain Administration Area 
National Park staff and partners will host a variety of exploration stations that include: mule packing, journal writing, bear 
ecology and much more! Junior Rangers will get a behind-the-scenes glimpse at the work of a Park Ranger while earning 
their own National Junior Ranger Day patch.
